‘the Ku Klux Klan was related here 
today to the Senate campaign funds 
committee by Ralph B. Bradford, 
of Crown Point, Ind. Bradford 
testified he was a former klans- 
man and admitted some of his 
testimony was second-hand. 

In addition, the witness made 
charges of wholesale political cor- 
ruption in Lake county, particu- 
larly in East Chicago and Indiana 
Harbor, during the Republican pri- 
mary last May, and asserted that 
there had been a general “shaking 
down” of bootleggers and dive 
keepers by peace officers working 
in the interest of what was de- 
scribed as the Watson organization. 
Senator Reed (Democrat), Mis- 
souri, the committee chairman, who 
still was carrying on the inquiry 
by himself, also was told that it 
was ‘“‘well known among the klans- 
men of Indiana that Senator Arthur 
R. Robinson was a_ kilansman.” 
Bradford said he could not say 
whether the senator still is a mem- 
ber of the hooded order. 


Senators Will Be Heard. 


After the hearing here had been 
closed, to be reopened at St. Louis 
probably tomorrow, Senator Reed 
announced that if Senators Watson 
and Robinson desired to refute the 
new evidence presented to the com- 
mittee they would be given oppor- 
tunity to do so through affidavits. 

Bradford, who with Wallace C. 
J. Granger, of Logansport, Ind., 
‘proved the star witnesses of the 
day, freely conceded that he was a 
former klansman, that in the fight 
in Lake county he was lined up 
with the anti-Watson forces and 
that most of his testimony had been 
obtained at second hand. 

The first startling bit of testi- 
mony given by the witness was that 
he had been informed by Walter F.

UTILITIES BOARD TERMED 
ONOAT-SIGHTED IN POLICY 


Citizens’ Interfederation Holds 
It to Blame for Merchants’ 
Losses. 


NEED OF BUS LINE CITED 


The ‘‘short-sighted’’ policy of 
the local public utilities commis- 
sion is responsible for Washington 
merchants losing millions of dol- 
lars in trade, it was charged last 
night at a meeting of the interfed- 
eration conference in the Lee house. 

Maj. R. B. Lawrence, of the 
Montgomery County Civic Federa- 
tion, declared residents of Edge- 
moor, Battery Park, and other 
suburbs in that district had to de- 
pend on ‘‘Toonerville trolley’’ to 
bring them to Washington. 

The public utilities commission, 
he said, would not permit estab- 
lishment of a bus line that could 
bring these people into downtown 
Washington and do it at a profit. 

Oliver Owen Kuhn, representing 
the same federation, said: 

“There are 40.000 persons in 
Montgomery county. Why should 
these men prevent establishment of 
a bus line that could bring them 
into downtown Washington? Why 


in: 


should they throttle the growth of 
these suburbs and retard the devel- 


opment of Greater Washington?”’ 


Both Kuhn and Lawrence pre- 
dicted stores would spring up in 
the suburbs that would get business 
that otherwise would come to 
Washington. 

William McK. Clayton, repre- 
senting the District of Columbia 
Federation of Citizens Associations, 
was asked by the Maryland repre- 
sentatives why it was they could 
not have a bus line. He explained 
it was the policy of the local pub- 
lic utilities commission not to per- 
mit bus lines to run over, routes 
where they would be in competition 
with the street railways. 

“That is not a law,’’ 
plained, ‘‘simply a policy.’’

25 (By A. P.).—Trapped in the 
river freighter G. F. Brady when the 
vessel was capsized by a gale and 
exploded in the Tappan Zee, a broad 
expanse of water off this town, to- 
day, a woman, cook and a fireman 
were killed.

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THE POWER OF REMOVAL. 


.The Supreme Court has finally determined 
that the President has the exclusive power of 
removing officers appointed by him, notwith- 
standing the fact that they are appointed by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate. 

This question has vexed the relations of the 
executive and Congress since the Constitution 
Was adopted. It was the subject of lengthy 
debate in the First Congress, where senators 
held that the sharing of the power to appoint 
involved the sharing of power to remove. 
Members of the First Congress who had shared 
in framing the Constitution declared that the 
President necessarily must exercise exclusive 
power of removal, in order that he may faith- 
fully execute the laws. 

Chief Justice Taft, writing the majority 
Opinion, finds that the Senate’s check upon 
the power of appointment Was provided not 


to limit his power of removal but because | 
: transportation companies gained a solid foot- 


the small States wished to prevent the Presi- 
dent from making too .many appointments 
from the large States. 

Phe tenure of office act passed by Congress 
to tie the hands of President Johnson during 
the reconstruction period is declared by the 
Supreme Court to have been invalid and all 
subsequent legislation which attempts to deny 
the President’s power of removal was equally 
SO. The Senate can not know how an ap- 
pointee is behaving, but the President is in 
duty bound to know; and if the officer's 
ability, loyalty. or intelligence are lacking to 
such an extent as to interfere with the proper 
execution of the law, it is the duty of the 
President to remove him. 

- The review of this question by the Supreme 
Court is of intense interest to all students of 
the Constitution. Undoubtedly the decision 
is in harmony with the intent of the Consti- 
tution in setting up an efficient government. 
The desire of Congress to exercise power over 
removals has led it into the mistake of as- 
Suming that it had the constitutional power 
to tie the President’s hands in respect of re- 
movals or even to deny him the power in 
certain cases. The mere fact that Congress 
has sometimes dictated the terms of removal 
from office is now found by the Supreme 
Court to be without force in ascertaining 
where the constitutional power is lodged. 

The most conspicuous recent case of denial 
by Congress of the President’s power of re- 
moval is that affecting the comptroller gen- 
eral. Congress created that office for the 
purpose of having all expenditures scrutinized 
by an officér who could not be brought under 
executive pressure; and under the law it is 
practically impossible for the President to re- 
move him. But the Supreme Court decision 
makes it very clear that, if the President 
should find it necessary to remove the comp- 
troller general, he can do so, and that if his 
“action should be tested the law attempting 
‘to tie his hands would be found invalid.

Primarily, because of the increasing number 
of cases brought in by the ambulance, Emer- 
gency hospital finds itself badly in need of 
additional space, despite the fact that it enjoys 
the reputation of never having turned aside 
any one in need of hospital attention. To 
preserve this reputation, it is necessary al- 
ways to have set aside a number of rooms for 
emergency cases. For this reason it is be- 
coming increasingly necessary to turn away 
private cases, which, while not in immediate 
and vital need of hospital facilities, neverthe- 
less should be able to obtain such care. 
Furthermore, the operating rooms are badly 
congested, and in this respect also additional 
facilities are needed urgently. 

The board of directors of Emergency hospi- 
tal have let it be known that plans are being 
formulated to enlarge the facilities to approxi- 
mately twice their present size. No definite 
decision has been made as yet as to how the 
enlargement will be attempted, but it is esti- 
mated that necessary improvements would 
cost in the neighborhood of $250,000. As soon 
as definite plans are completed, however, a 
drive to raise funds will be undertaken. The 
project is so worthy, and the value of this 
institution to the city so apparent, that it is 
to be hoped that it will have no difficulty rais- 
ing whatever sum is found necessary. 


CONFIDENCE IN AIR TRAVEL. 


An official of a passenger air service com- 
pany makes the significant statement that air 
transportation never can take its proper place 
beside the railroad and steamship until the 
public is. convinced that it can be carried not 
only in perfect safety but also with reasonable 
assurance of comfort and punctuality. Ap- 
parently the organizations engaged in pioneer- 
ing transport through the air realize that their 
biggest task is the winning of public confi- 
dence. 

Not many years ago both the railroad and 
the steamship were confronted by a similar 
problem. The initial inertia was hard to over- 
come, but finally the public realized thet it 
could be moved from place to place quickly, 
economically, comfortably and safely, and the 


hold. The same-process will repeat itself with 
the airplane. From time.to time statistics are 
made public proving that travel by air is no 
more dangerous than on land or sea. Unfor- 
tunately, when disaster does take place, it is 
usually of such a spectacular nature as to de- 
stroy much of the confidence that had previ- 
ously been built up. Eventually, however, the 
nublic will accept air transportation in as mat- 
ter of fact manner as any other method of 
travel. 

In this connection considerable impetus will 
be given when commercial aviation goes under 
goverhment supervision, probably about the 
middle of Novembey. The Department of Com- 

nerce has beetbusy for some time drawing up 

an elaborate set of rules for the regulation.of 
aviation. The tentative reguiations are under- 
stood to cover inspection and construction of 
planes, maintenance of fiying fields, qualifi- 
cations of pilots, identification marks for 
planes, and enforcement of a strict code of air 
traffic ruies. Just as the government stamp on a 
piece of meat establishes. beyond question its 
purity, government supervision of flying will 
constitute. to the public mind not only a stamp 
of approval, but also a guarantee that ships, 
pilots and fields are properly maintained and 
ready for use. Public confidence in air trans- 
portation seems to be not very far around the 
corner. 


THE SPEAKER ON THE HOUSE, 


It is not surprising that Speaker Longworth 
should give praise to the quality of the mem- 
bership of the House of Representatives. <A 
sense of loyalty to the body of which he is 
himself a distinguished member, as well as a 
feeling of pride in presiding over a number 
of legislators gifted with brains, character, 
and lofty ideals, naturally’ would inspire him 
in that direction; but, apart from these mainly 
personal and sentimental reasons, he has good 
grounds for the laudations he so freely dis- 
penses in an article appearing in the current 
number of the Nation’s Business on the 
method of running the House. 

The Speaker’s contention is that the House 
membership, at the present moment, averages 
as high, in intellect, capacity, and character, 
as that of any legislative body at any time 
in any country of the world. And who shall 
say him nay? Mr. Longworth is not unaware 
of the ever-present laudator temporis acti——the 
eulogist of a bygone time, who points with 
pride to the giants of old and institutes invid- 
ious comparisons between them and the mis- 
erable pygmies of the degenerate modern day. 
He knows that it was ever thus, and that, in 
this respect, the present is but an accurate 
reflex of the past. To those who gibe and 
sneer and disparage he has the following 
answer. 

One frequently hears complaints that 
the standard of Congress, and, for that 
matter, of all of our public men, has 'low- 
ered in recent years. History records 
that the same thing was said of the Con- 
gresses of which Clay was a member, of 

‘which Lincoln was a member, of which 

Blaine, Reed, Carlisle, and Randall were 

members. It might be a fruitful topic 

for debate, but the result.would be un- 
convincing, because it is not susceptible 

of proof. i 

The Speaker then goes on to show, What 
objectors apparently often forget, that to argue 
that the statesmanship of the country is de- 
generating is also to argue the degeneracy of 
the quality of the citizenship, because, beyond 
question, every member of Congress, and pat- 
ticularly any member of long standing, is 
fairly representative of the voters of whom 
he is the accredited.spokesman; and he stout- 
ly maintains that the quality both of the citi- 
zenship and of Congress is high.

AN IMPEACHMENT TRIAL. 


On November 10 the United States Senate 
will begin the impeachment trial of Judge 
George W. English, of the Eastern district of 
Illinois. It will be the tenth impeachment trial 
conducted by the Senate in the history of the 
country. The other nine are: William Blount, 
senator from Tennessee, charges dismissed be- 
cause Blount resigned; Judge Pickering, of 
New Hampshire, removed from office; S&puel 
Chase, associate justice of the Supreme Court, 
acquitted; Judge James H. Peck, of Missouri, 
acquitted; Judge West H. Humphreys, of Ten- 
nessee, removed from office; Andrew Johnson, 
President, acquitted; William M. Belknap, 
Secretary of War, acquitted: Judge Charles 
Swayne, of Florida, acquitted; Judge Robert 
W. Archibald, removed from office. 

Judge George W. English was nominated 
for judge of the United States district court 
of Illinois April 23, 1918, and confirmed May 
3, taking his office May 9. The articles of im- 
peachment charge Judge English with unlaw- 
fully suspending certain attorneys, deceitfully 
issuing summons, coercing members of the 
jury, undertaking to coerce newspaper men, 
conducting himself unlawfully in certain bank- 
rupt cases, acting illegally in certain cases of 
receivership, refusing trial by jury in certain 
cases and usurping the power of certain State 
Officials, ‘‘all to the scandal and disrepute of 
said court and the administration of justice.’’ 
Minority views were signed by three members 
of the House committee, while Representative 
Yates signed a special personal report. 

It seems to be the generally accepted belief 
that impeachment is not confined to acts which 
are forbidden by the. Constitution and the 
statutes, but may lie in cases involving the 
public welfare. An official may be impeached 
for offenses of a political character and for 
gross betrayal of public interest, betrayal of 
tetust, negligence of duty, abuse of power, or 
abusive language tending to bring the cfiise 
into disrepute. 

The trial of Judge Fnglish will be an in- 
teresting and instructive proceeding. His de- 
fense will doubtless be conducted vigorously. 


DEADL ¥Y BLASTING CAPS. 


Approximately 500 children are crippled 
each year in the United States by playing with 
blasting caps which they have picked up in 
the vicinity of mines, quarries, or in the fields 
where agricultural blasting with dynamite has 
been carried on. ' 

Blasting caps contain fulminate of ° mer- 
cury, a quick, powerful explosive. It will ex- 
plode when struck by a hammer. The blasting 
cap will explode when thrown into the fire. 
It will also explode when children try to ex- 
tract *the contents with a pin, or by holding a 
lighted match toit. Inthe mines and quarries, 
where men daily using blasting caps ought to 
know better, there are plenty of mangled hands 
and other Aayanige as _the result of crimping 
caps 6n fuse with ackknife or a nail. 

A blasting cap ” copper shell about a 
quarter of an inch in diameter and an inch 
long, half full of fulminate of mercury. This 
fulminate is the most sensitive and impulsive 
explosive in common use. Blasting caps con- 
tain anywhere from 15 to 30 grains of it; fire- 
arms cartridges usually contain not more than 
one-fifth grain. The explosion of the fulminate 
will blow a hole through a steel plate one-six- 
teenth of an inch thick. A cap will blow a 
child’s hand off. When a blasting cap goes 
off there is no escaping its effects. 

, The word ‘‘caps” 
used with toy pistols, and because the blasting 
caps are called by this name it is natural to 
think that the two articles belong to the same 
family. They may; but they bear about the 
same resemblance to each other that a tiger 
does to a pussycat. 

If all the children mangled during the past 
year by blasting caps had been hurt at. one 
time, what an uproar would be created! But 
because the accidents are spread all over the 
country and happen at the rate of only about 
40 or 50 a month, nothing is done. The only 
thing to be done is to educate the whole popu- 
lation to realize how dangerous these useful 
caps are when they are out of their proper 
place. 


FORD'S FIVE-DAY WEEK. 

The National Association of Manufacturers 
has obtained the views of a considerable num- 
ber of presidents of American manufacturing 
establishments on Mr. Ford’s five-day week 
plan. These opinions and conclusions concur 
in holding that the plan will not work because, 

(1) It would greatly increase the cost of 
living ; 

(2) It would increase wages generally by 
more than 15 per cent and decrease pro- 
duction; 

(3) It would be impractical for all in- 
dustries; 

(4) It would create a craving for addi- 
tional luxuries to occupy the additional time; 

(5) It would mean a trend toward the 
arena, that is, excessive amusement; 

(6) It would be against the best interests 
of the men who want to work and advance: 

(7) It might be all right to meet a sales 
emergency, but would not’ work out as a per- 
manent thing; 

(8) It would make us more vulnerable to 
the economic onslaughts of Europe, now 
working as hard as she can to overcome our 
lead. 

One of the striking contributions to this 
‘symposium is that of Charles Cheney, of South 
Manchester, Conn., who observes that “‘America 
now has a great handicap over the rest of the 
world in the matter of efficiency, but it can 
easily sacrifice it by letting down upon its 
efficiency.” 

Nothing could be more unsound than the 
policy of reducing output, he says. It strikes 
at the very root of American prosperity. 
Great Britain will be eliminated in its strug- 
gle to maintain its place in world commerce, 
if it continues to be hampered by the policy 
of reduced production and declining efficiency.

Miss Bernard’s splendid charac- 
terization of the part of Dot Miller 
does not detract in thé least from 
the excellent performance given by 
Miss Leona Powers and Walter Gil- 
bert. Miss Powers interprets the 
role of Kay Beatty, who, for love 
of a man, reforms, and Walter Gil- 
bert, as the reforming artist is, in 
the opinion of the writer, who saw 
the original show, better than 
James Kirkwood, who created the 
part of Jerry Strong. 

The play, revolving around two 
women who have made a living fol- 
lowing the oldest profession known 
to their sex, is not one of the kind 
where one takes one’s young daugh- 
ter. Perhaps this is the reason 
why a goodly percentage of the ca- 
pacity house last night consisted of 
girls of the flapper age.

legiance to adverse. influences in 
Congress. 

Chief Justice Taft, in a 55-page 
printed opinion, pointed out that 
the controversy had reached the 
court in such form as to require its 
decision, and reviewing it in its va- 
rious phases since the First Con- 
gress announced the Constitution 
granted ‘‘the President the execu- 
tive power of government, the gen- 
eral administrative control of those 
executing the laws. including the 
power of appointment and removal 
of executive officers, a conclusion 
confirmed by his obligation to take 
care that the laws be faithfully ex- 
ecuted.”’ 

Sees Executive Protection. 

The Chief Justice’s opinion states 
further that the’ Constitution re- 
stricted congressiona] control] over 
removal to inferior offices when the 
appointment is not made by. the 
President. 

“To hold otherwise,’ the court 
stated, ‘‘would make it impossible 
for the President, in case of politi- 
cal or other differences with the 
Senate or Congress. to take care 
that the laws be faithfully exe- 
cuted.’’ 

The majority of the court de- 
elared its position strongly sustain- 
ed not only by legislative history, 
but also by court decisions. The 
minority vigorously contested this 
point, asserting the decision was a 
flat reversal of that made by the 
court in 1803 in the case of Mar 
bury vs. Madison. ; 

Justice McReynolds devoted 40 
printed pages to his dissent, Justice 
Brandeis 43 pages and Justice 
Holmes, in announcing his agree- 
ment with both, filed a one-page 
dissent. 

It was the opinion of the mi- 
nority that the effect of the deci- 
sion would be to give the President 
full control over the personnel of 
all commissions and all presiden- 
tial officers, 
comptroller general, around which 
Congress has sought to throw the 
closest safeguards. It would: make 
him free, the minority held, to re-. 
move all executive officers, includ- 
ing members of the various com- 
missions. 

They asserted the only way re- 
maining for Congress to change 
this situation would be to take the 
appointing power out of the hands 
of the President and impose it in 
some subordinate over whom Con- 
gress had complete jurisdiction, 
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‘and who could be required to ob- 


| tain its consent before removing 


incumbents. 

| It was agreed the opinion would 
not affect the status of civil service 
employes. 

Justice Holmes contended the 
question related to offices created 
by Congress, which Congress could 
abolish tomorrow. Not only the 
duration of the office, but the pay 
was dependent, he stated, on Con- 
gress alone. 

‘‘Congress alone conferred’ on the 
President the power to appoint to 
it,” he added, ‘‘and at any time 
may transfer the power to other 
hands.’’ 

Justice Holmes said he has lit- 
tle trouble in ‘accepting the power 
of Congress to prolong the tenure 
of an incumbent until it or the 
Senate should have assented to his 
removal. 

“The duty of the President to 
see that the laws are executed is 
a duty,’ he states, “that does not 
go beyond the laws,/or require him 
to achieve more than Congress sees 
fit to leave within- his power.”’ 


Couldn’t Accept Views. 


Justice McReynolds held this 
was a government of limited pow- 
ers definitely enumerated and 
granted by a written Constitution. 
The opinion would have the effect 
of vesting in the President ‘“‘in- 
definite and illimitable executive 
powers, which would extend the 
fleld of his possible action far be- 
yond the limits observed by his 
predecessors and would enlarge the 
powers of Congress to a degree 
incapable of fair appraisement.”’ 

He said he could not accept the 


miss ‘‘as caprice may suggest,” any 
inferior officer, Without regard to 
any positive inhibition by Con- 
gress. He asserted under the de- 
cision the prohibition against re- 
moval except for malfeasance in 
om would no longer prevent re- 

ovals in the discretion of the 
President. 

Justice Brandeis closely reviews 
legislative history and declared 
that here, as in England, the peo- 
ple “‘must look to representative as- 
semblies for the protection of their 
liberties.’”” Protection of the in- 
dividual, even if he be an Official, 
from the arbitrary or capricious ex- 
ercise of power has long been 
thought, he stated, an essential of 
free government. 

The most recent cases in which 
the chief executive has sought the 
resignation of appointive officers 
occurred last year when President 
Coolidge demanded the resignation 
of Bert E. Haney, Damocrat, Cre- 
gon, as a commissioner of the Ship- 
ping Board. Haney, however, re- 
fused to resign. 

The resignation was requested on 
the ground that the commissioner 
was obstructing a plan, favored by 
the President, for one-man control 
of the Fleet Corporation, and that 


this was contrary to an understand- 
ing with Mr. Coolidge at the time 
Haney accepted appointment. 

The commissioner asserted his 
position had been misrepresented, 
that there was no understanding 


as a condition to his appointment, | | 


and declined to tender his resig- 
nation. Months later, Haney vol- 
untarily resigned. j 

While it is expeetéd the White 
House will study the decision carc- 
fully and perhaps consult with the 
Department of Justice about its in- 
terpretation, there is no indication 
of any cases being in sight where 
the President would desire to ase | 
this power of removal.

MEASURES measures : i ‘ 


A—Reduction of Floating Debt. Under the provisions of the Royal Decree of July 31st, 1926, short-term 
debt to the amount of Francs 4,201,436,000 has been converted into Preference Shares of the Belgian National 
Railway Company, guaranteed by the Government, with the result that such internal floating debt of the 
Government has been reduced to Francs 2,153,000,000, inclusive of postal deposit accounts. 

The external floating debt of Belgium amounts to the equivalent of $24,148,000. The Government and the 


National Bank have made full provision in foreign currencies to meet this debt from funds already in hand, 
exclusive of the proceeds of the Stabilization Loan.

1. A special contribution for a period of four years of Francs 1,500,000,000 minimum per annum, derived 
from new taxation voted for the purpose. J 


2. The Preference Shares of the Belgian National Railway Company, having a total nominal value of Frances 
10,000,000;000, of which part has been applied to debt conversion as above. The proceeds of the sale of the 
balance, less 10%, will be devoted to retirement of Government debt. 


3. The proceeds of the sale of State property. 


C—Belgian National Railway Company. The Societe Nationale des Chemins de Fer Belges, an autonomous 

organization, was created by law of July 23d, 1926, to operate and finance the Belgian State Railways. Since 

the organization of the Company, passenger and freight rates have been raised approximately 3744% to 50%.

Upon the basis of the actual receipts and expenditures of the State in the first eight months 
of the current year, we are confident that the Government will be able to meet 1926 current 
expenditures by means of current income. In this connection it should be noted that the ex-

issue of Belgian Government 30-year Reparation Bonds to the extent of Francs 512,000,000) of a net reduction 
of the existing public debt by approximately Francs 600,000,000.

WRIT CITES OFFICIALS 
OF VETERANS BUREAU 


Reinstatement of Woman Dis- 
missed as Surplus Employe 
Ordered in Madamus Suit. 


One of the many varieties of 


Coolidge economy is on trial in the 
court of appeals in the shape of a 
case involving the legal authority 
of the head of a government de- 
partment to discharge surplus em- 
ployes, even though such employes 
are ordinarily entitled to what is 
known as military preference. 

The main question involved, ac- 
cording to the brief filed yester- 
day by District Attorney Peyton 
Gordon and his chief assistant, Leo 
A. Rover. is whether heads of de- 
partments will hereafter be required 
to embarrass themselves and the 
surplus employes, who are entitled 
to military preference, by  pre- 
ferring chargs against the employes 
in order to discharge them tem- 
porarily or permanently. 

The case originated in a manda- 
mus proceeding begun in the lower 
court by Mrs. Annette F. Gudger, 
of Richmond, who was. granted a 
writ requiring Gen. Frank T. Hines, 
director of the veterans’ bureau, 
and H. W. Longfellow, chief of the 
personnel division of the bureau, to 
reinstate Mrs. Gudger as a ste- 
nographer in the Richmond branch 
of the bureau. She served as a 
yeoman (F), but was discharged on 
December 15 last as a surplus em- 
ploye. The government appealed. 


Disregards Efficiency Rating. 


In the answer to Mrs. Gudger’s 
petition for the writ the govern- 
ment contended that her efficiency 
rating: was not as good as it might 
have been and that notwithstand- 
ing her military service her dis- 
charge was legal because she was 
no longer needed. Mrs. Gudger de- 
murred to the answer, which was 
in effect an admission of all the 
facts averred in the government's 
answer concerning her efficiency 
rating. 

The lower court appears to have 
taken the view that it did not mat- 
ter if Mrs. Gudger’s efficiency rat- 
ing was not good, she was entitled 
to military preference and there- 
fore could not be discharged unless 
charges had been filed against her 
and sustained at a hearing. No 
charges of any sort were involved 


of public welfare, courts, 


in the discharge of Mrs. Gudger, ac- 
cording to the record. 


Case Will Be Argued. 


Counsel for Gen. Hines and Mr. 
Longfellow state in their brief that 
if the lower court is correct, then a 
situation will develop in the gov- 
ernment departments where, if 
there are not sufficient funds on 
hand to pay a given employe or a 
group of employes, or if a reduc- 
tion in employes is ordered in the 
interest of economy, the efficiency 
or the reputation, or both, of em- 
ployes entitled to military prefer- 
ence will have to be attacked to 
get them out of the service. 

An employe with the best possi- 
ble efficiency rating may become a 
surplus employe now and then, it is 
stated. The case will probably be 
argued next month. 


Jury in Murder Case

POR GUARDIAN FEES 


Schedule Will Be Submitted 
to Bar Associations for 
Their Approval. 


WHO SHALL PAY COSTS 
| REMAINS UNDECIDED 


Organization Effected Is Re- 
| sult of Disclosures in 
) Fenning Case. 


The Fenning case bore fruit res- 
terday when the new legal advisory 
council to the veterans’ bureau met 
for its first time and began the 
task of ironing out problems in 
volved in caring for insane war 
veterans. 

The first resolution adopted by 
the council was one proposing the 
preparation of a schedule of fees 
that may be charged insane vet- 
erans by their guardians. It was 
decided to submit this schedule to 
the American Bar association and 
to all State and local bar associa- 
tions and to ask them to approve it. 

The schedule will be accompa- 
nied by a memorandum designed 
to guide bar associations in coping 
with the guardianship problem. 


Phases Are Debated. 


The question of whether the 
Federal government should pay the 
expenses incident to the appoint- 
ment of a guardian for an incom. 
petent veteran precipitated a 
lengthy discussion. 

It developed a wide difference of 
opinion exists on the meaning of 
section 21 in the world war vet 
erans act passed by Congress 
There are some who fee] that th‘s 
section means that the government! 
should bear the expense of appoint- 
ing a guardian only after there has 
been an investigation of a previous 
guardian; others contend that the 
section should be interpreted to 
mean that the government should 
bear the expenses incident to the 
appointment of the original 
guardian. 

The cost to the veteran of hav- 
ing a guardian appointed is about 
$150. This covers the employment 
of medical experts, the filing of 
papers, court fees and other ex- 
penses. 

Not Fair to 


Capt. Edwin Bettelheim, of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, told the 
council that it was not fair to make 
the veteran pay this amount. It 
was announced that the American 
Legion and the Disabled American 
Veetrans of the World War feel the 
same way about it. 

Province M. Pogue. of Cincin- 
nati, who is chairman of the coun- 
cil’s subcommittee on Federal leg 
islation, agreed that the govern- 
ment should pay this expense. How- 
ever, the council took no action, 
there being some doubt as to 
whether the matter was within its 
province. 

The creation of the legal advis- 
ory council was proposed by Gen. 
Frank -T. Hines, director of the 
Veterans’ bureau, while the guar- 
dianship practices of former Com- 
missioner Frederick A. Fenning 
were under investigation here. 
Former Gov. Charles S: Whitman 
of New York, president of the 
American Bar association, agreed 
to help in the creation of the coun- 
cil. 


Veterans. 


In New Council. 


Mr. Whitman submitted to Gen. 
Hines a list of promnient attorneys, 
and from this list were selected 
the 15 who now form the council. 
When the council met yester- 
day morning, Gen. Hines made it 
brief address in which he explained 
the difficulties under which his 
bureau is now working in caring 
for incompetent veterans. One of 
the greatest of this difficulties, he 
said, grows out of the fact that the 
various States have control of the 
wards.

Dickinson, jr., of Chicago, its 
chairman, and John Lewis Smith. 
president of the Dstrict of Colum- 
bia Bar association, executive. sec- 
retary.
